Lawrence  Steinberg,  the  man  behind  the  voixe  which  many  listeners  have  heard  on  the  program 
"Supreme  Court  Decisions,"  became  station  manager  of  KPFK  on  February  5. 

Following  her  recent  marriage,  Catherine  Cory  (now  Mrs.  Donald  Gumpertz),  asked  that  a 
successor  be  found.  Catherine  has  been  re-elected  as  a  Member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
Pacifica  Foundation  and  will  remain  as  a  Vice-President  and  continue  to  devote  a  large  amount 
of  time  as  a  volunteer  to  KPFK  and  Pacifica.  Her  determination,  work  and  talent  for  getting  others 
to  work  was  largely  responsible  for  the  move  from  Melrose  to  the  present  location  and  studios  . . .
